Questions don’t bother teachers; they 
delight them. It’s healthy situation, teach- 
ers know, when the subject matter 
scrutinized questing intellects. the 
unit lessons are planned for the class, the 
good teacher, too, asks questions. She an- 
ticipates the individual problems relative 
the subject and goes farther into the 
matter effort help her students 
resolve their doubts. Good teaching requires 
constant study, and all teachers are agreed 
that subject well learned until has 
been well taught. 

Teachers learn patience. there some- 
one who doubts that man has freedom 
will, should step into the classroom 
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teacher. Even pre-school children, for all 
their docility, demonstrate that their wills 
are free. “Would you like this?” the 
courteous teacher asks. And little Mary 
Johnny, having regard the moment 
for politeness, solemnly answers truth, 
“Ne.” 

The simpler things life are enjoyed 
and appreciated teachers. The children 
are enthusiastic about unit’s culminating 
activity about story the literature 
textbook, and their enthusiasm matches 
that the teacher. the teacher 
“alive,” the class “alive,” and direct 
proportion. 

Each primary teacher knows what 
loved her pupils. And she sure 
that their devotion not born ex- 
pediency, that not kind apple 
polishing.

Social-Utility Arithmetic 
The past quarter century arithmetic 
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EDITOR’S NOTE: Dr. Van Engen 
mathematics the College Entrance 
Examination Board, and the commit- 
tee elementary arithmetic cur- 
riculum, National Council Teach- 
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University Wisconsin, and was 
formerly head the department 
mathematics Iowa State Teachers

also produced another movement definitely 
unsound mathematically 
ically the “social-utility” movement. The 
proponents this widely accepted idea 
argue that: (1) only arithmetic which 
useful should taught the elementary 
school; (2) the way make arithmetic 
interesting make useful; and (3) 
teach the meaning arithmetic through 
the social uses the subject. For the 
schools today this philosophical position 
definitely unacceptable. unaccept- 
able because not have crystal ball 
which tells what useful. What more 
important, children like 
cause mathematics and not because 
later years may turn out very 
useful tool for them. the point 
which child can understand the basic 
principles mathematics, will have 
difficulty making applications mathe- 
matics daily life. Children encounter 
trouble with the applications when they 
not understand mathematics, when they 
are taught nonmathematical-arithmetic, 
may allowed use term which 
carries within itself basic contradiction. 
Yet, its exclusive attention computa- 


tion, arithmetic, practiced the schools, 
not mathematics. 


Numbers Have Many Names 


Arithmetic gets poor start the first 
grade failing recognize that numbers 
have many different names, and that 
important study the patterns these 
names and the sense conveyed name. 
illustration may help clarify this idea. 

two apples are plate and put 
three more apples the plate, the num- 
ber apples the plate may sym- 
number which the answer. the other 
hand, the symbol another name for 
the same number, but its sense different 
from that One must remember 
that these names are not standard names 
for the number under consideration. The 
standard name the surface there 
may seem little nothing new 
this, but let point the following: 

The child should recognize that 
correct answer the problem described 
the statement “put two apples with the 
three apples the plate,” and that, 
this instance, should not use the sym- 
bol because the sense this symbol 
more closely fits the problem described 
the statement “put three apples with two 
apples.” other words, teach the child 
note the structure the physical situa- 
tion and choose appropriate symbol 
describing events. then selects stand- 
ard name for the symbol. 

You will note that our instructional 
procedures are such that distinguish be- 
tween the name number and the num- 
ber itself. course, the child not bur- 
dened with this distinction even though 
should learn that numbers have many 
names. 

Note that are the threshold 
important mathematical idea, namely 
that commutativity. 

This illustration puts the so-called 
basic facts (or combinations) and all arith- 
metic computation into proper perspective. 
Computation arithmetic merely 
name changing device. accept an- 
swers such symbols 49, 156, 
and provided the sense

his answer. Parenthetically, let remark 
that this point view immediately neces- 
sitates discarding very common but fal- 
lacious idea arithmetic exemplified 
the dictum, taught high circles, that 
names for the same number, then there 
little objection except that the observa- 
tion not very profound. After all there 
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are millions names for this number. 
Here are few: 5—1, 2X2, 
etc., infinitum. the 
other hand, one means that the sense 
the symbols and are the 
same, then the statement utterly er- 
roneous and such supplies confused 
foundation for instruction. 


Number Pairs 

Schools have not exploited the use 
number pairs they occur common 
everyday experiences, and 
stances where they have been exploited the 
various uses have not been clearly dis- 
tinguished enable the child grasp 
their significance. illustration what 
have mind will help. 

Suppose have pile apples which 
are divided that, for every two 
apples get you will get three apples. This 
simple use pair numbers, ex- 
pressed symbol often called ratio. 
Note that even though the ratio has the 
appearance common fraction numeral, 
not common fraction numeral. This 
use number pairs not difficult for even 
the kindergarten-primary grades, and 
leads some very important mathematical 
ideas. The child soon sees that this pile 
apples could have been divided between the 
two more expeditiously taking 
four apples for every six apples you take, 
six for every nine, and on. other 
words, learns that there are many, 
many ratios that express the essential idea 
the problem. Here again are dealing 
with the many names for mathematical 
entity. Instructional procedures should 
orientated that the names are collected 
into set. Furthermore, the child learns 
test for determining the family which 
given ratio belongs. 

this problem are dealing with what 
mathematician calls equivalence class. 
However, the names “equivalence class” 
and are not important. 
What important that the child learns 
intelligent way and such way that the 
road open more powerful uses the 
fundamental mathematical ideas later 
years. 


Numeration Systems and Number 
Systems 

Closely associated with some the ideas 
presented far the distinction between 
numeration system and number system. 
the world the elementary teacher, the 
term “number system” used the 
meration system” sense and many the 
ideas number system are rather thor- 
oughly neglected. fact, even numeration 
systems are quite thoroughly neglected 


elementary instruction. mathematics, 
are faced with the problem providing 
names for many numbers. Unless some sys- 
tematic way devised, the task re- 
membering the names would beyond 
human ability. This system for naming 
numbers numeration system. One must 
remember, and children should taught, 
that there are many numeration systems. 
Some teachers yeoman work with nu- 
meration systems. the other hand, when 
the mathematician thinks number sys- 
tems thinks certain operations 
possessing such properties associativity, 
commutativity, and distributivity. 
these properties the operations that are 
inadequately treated the elementary and 
secondary schools. True, the elementary 
schools call the child’s attention such 
done with these ideas beyond learning 
the facts arithmetic. Such fundamental 
idea the distributive law completely 
ignored. There are, course, reasons for 
this state affairs but are they sufficient 
reasons? 


Problem Solving 

the area so-called problem solving, 
the schools have not been successful 
devising sensible approach. spite 
all the proposals and the research, 
probably not too far amiss summarize 
the results present day research the 
single statement: the best way teach 
children how solve problems give 
them lots problems solve. Certainly 
fresh approach problem solving 
needed. 

There some reason believe that the 
failure achieve any degree success 
the part the various proposals for im- 
proving problem-solving ability that the 
attention the child was directed the 
wrong element the problem, namely its 
answer. Now this may seem paradoxical, 
but put forth serious criticism 
our efforts teach children solve prob- 
lems. Arithmetic has been “answer 
minded” that teachers have forgotten that 
“first things must come first.” This “an- 
swer-mindedness” keeping with the 
mistaken idea what arithmetic all 
about; namely, computation. Some years 
ago, the idea was rather widely held that 
one should not attempt problem solving 
until all the basic facts had been mem- 
orized. After all, how could one solve 
problem could not compute? While 
this attitude not held today, are still 
not far from it. 

our previous discussion, have 
hinted more sensible and mathemat- 
ically sound approach problem solving. 
You will recall that said that

replacement, 11. This approach 
teaches children look for the sense 
problem and select symbols which ex- 
press this sense. other words, want 
the child grasp the structure the 
problem before looks for the answer.

Certainly the basic differences between 
good problem solvers and poor problem 
solvers must reside differences ability 
recognize the element which have 
called structure. The good problem solve: 
knows going on” the problen:

arithmetic has prevented from 
the child means for arriving decision 
how get the answer.

Lock-Step Curriculum 
Our arithmetic predominantly paced 
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the abilities the average below 
average child. This condition has come 
about because the pressure teach 
arithmetic the children all the peo- 
ple. This very laudable objective, and 
most certainly must teach arithmetic 
the children all the people. However, 
cannot forget that are obligated also 
teach mathematics the child ability. 
There reason why the rapid learner 
should get caught our lock-step curric- 
ulum except for inertia and philosophy 
education which declares that not 
teach all children the same mathematics 
would undemocratic. Some elementary 
schools are now experimenting with the 
rapid advancement the academically 
talented child. This hopeful sign. There 
reason why talented children should 
not complete most what now con- 
sidered seventh- eighth-grade work 
the first six years school. Many well- 
established patterns thought about ele- 
mentary education will have over- 
come before this can done sys- 
tematic basis, but must come. Logic and 
common sense can provide other answer.

teachers elementary arithmetic will need 
know more mathematics. Teachers 
today may know computation but they 
don’t know mathematics. Certainly, the 
improvement the course content

Summary 

have tried indicate you how 
arithmetic can revitalized initiating 
program which introduces basic 
mathematical ideas into the elementary 
curriculum.

And above all 
must get teachers discard the idea 
that arithmetic can taught drill and 
drill alone.

Scientific Approach 

Having broken the ground and having 
made the necessary preparation, one can 
now proceed teach the child the sci- 
entific approach structural and func- 
tional analysis words and sounds. If, 
however, Betts’ theory concept forma- 
tion followed, then the words are not 
presented isolated columns but are al- 
ways interwoven into the text sentence 
story. Before the child led analyze 
the word, time, spatial, and textual con- 
cepts the new word are developed. This 
procedure serves twofold purpose: (1) 
gives excellent motivation for the story 
read; (2) stirs and maintains 
comprehension and enjoyment what 
read.

thought. certainly too bad that Mr. 
Flesch had derogatorily referred such 
renowned educators Gates, Gray, Witty, 
and Durrell, for their contribution learn- 
ing, particularly their colossal achievement 
the field reading, cannot over- 
estimated. his language were less abu- 
sive, his innuendoes less personal, and his 
all-inclusive terminology 
scribed, would have more sympathetic 
ears and minds listen his plea for 
rehabilitating and revitalizing our reading 
program. that may, Flesch’s vitu- 
perations have been eye opener for 
many, who their allegiance new pro- 
gressive theories, have neglected the teach- 
ing phonics completely. 

Here, the United States where the 
greatest research has been made the 
field reading, those other areas im- 
portant for character development, such 
reaction and integration, which Flesch 
doesn’t even mention his reactionary 
book, are given prominent place. Teach- 
ing reading effectively and fostering love 
for good, wholesome reading certainly 
efficacious measure for the prevention 
juvenile delinquency. How true that 
“As read, act,” therefore, one 
must ever mindful the salutary effects 
reading has character formation.

Some New Educational Achievements 


This not his only educational achievement, nor even his 
only great educational achievement. These are extensive, even 
though they frequently overlooked and only occasionally recog- 
nized the historians education. will harm here 
list some them which cannot discuss tonight any detail. 


Latin-less Secondary School 


The first these was new type secondary school taught 
the vernacular, omitting Latin, both subject study and 
the means communication, and actually introducing into 
the schools, subjects that come called “realstudien” which 
were only talked about others. This Latin-less secondary school 
was, the time radical departure, preparing the bourgeoisie 
for vocations other than the learned ones priest, lawyer, doctor 
for which they were not intended. The academy movement 
the United States later development was another expression 
this idea and the forerunner the high school. 


Leader Vocational and Technical Training 


The second field Salle’s educational achievement that 
vocational technical and professional education which Compayre 
calls him innovator. 


Continuation Education 


third field achievement that continuation education 
acknowledged Dr. Michael Sadler? for people 
vocational education was neglected and for those who were 
working. The school was used Sunday and feast days largely 
for specific educational training and some religious training and 
included great part the day. 


Training Juvenile Delinquents 

The academic training those not preparing for the professions 
Latin-less high schools, specific vocational training, the con- 
tinuation education after employment, have contemporary 
twentieth-century ring. And this even more true contemporary 
America the fourth contribution Salle: the use edu- 
cational means school training for the reformation juvenile 
delinquents and criminals.

The conventional historian education the seventeenth 
century makes John Amos Comenius, the last leader the old 
Moravian and Bohemian Brethren, greatest man 
believing completely the religious conception life but passion- 
ately attached pansophic scheme knowledge, but forced 
the exigencies his life write Latin textbooks. These text- 
books are the source his great influence that century, and 
particularly the Orbis Pictus (the World Pictured)* which was

We now approach the question, ‘‘What was the effect of the personality and of 
the theoretic writings of Comenius on the generation that immediately succeeded 
him and on the following century?’’ The answer is somewhat surprising, the man 
whom we unhesitatingly affirm to have been in his day the broadest-minded, the 
most farseeing, the most comprehensive, and in some respects the most practical 
of the writers who have put pen to paper on the subject of education, the man 
whose methods were used in the new elementary schools of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and whose theories underlie much of our modern school organization, who 
embodies the materialist tendencies of our ‘“‘modern side’”’ instructors, while avoid- 
inz the narrowness of their reforming zea], who lays stress on the spiritual aspect 
of true education while he realizes the necessity of equipping his pupils for the 
rude struggle with nature and with fellow men — Comenius, we say, the prince 
of schoolmasters, produced practically no effect on the school organization and 
educational development of the following century. His schoolbooks, frequently re- 
printed, were thumbed for years to come by boys in every corner of Europe, but, 
the theoretic werks, The Great Didactic, The Newest Method of Languages, The 
Mother School, remained unknown and ineffective. For all the results that they 
produced, they might as well have perished in the flames of Lissa.

illustrated elementary textbook Latin often reprinted with the 
vernacular languages. This was his real influence and what was 
regarded his greatest pedagogical work, the Magna Didactica, 
originally written Czech and later translated into Latin, was 
without contemporary influence and buried until von Raumer 
called attention 1834, but this was after Rousseau and 
Pestalozzi had set the forces work resulting modern education. 

The historian education often claims that the book the 
basis modern education, though there evidence that the 
Magna Didactica was the source modern practice, because 
during the formative period, was unknown, and when published 
spite the common sense many its recommendations, 
the phantastic analogies offered secure basis for adoption 
the ideas were already practice. 


14. Salle’s Services 


The educational services Salle were more immediate and 
practical, worked out the illuminating experience classrooms, 
teachers educating poor children, and continually made more 
effective the light that experience. The plan beginning 
schools for the poor the city Rheims, extended cities 
throughout the whole nation and rural areas, and its institu- 
tional organization, the Institute the Brothers the Christian 
Schools, extended all five continents with 15,000 Brothers 
teaching 600,000 children.* 


HOW SALLE BECAME EDUCATOR 


15. The Educational Problem That Faced Salle 


But what was Salle’s problem the 1680’s the city

And this spirit love and good will persists 
matter what his own personal situation is. these letters 
Salle there not trace his own adversity, difficulties, and 
the misunderstanding and injustices himself. Here ordinary 
human nature must stand awe such spiritual heroism and 
greatness and such infinite patience and forbearance. And yet 
one realizes that Salle felt always that was acting the 
presence God submissive obedience His will, one has 
understanding such supernatural virtue and realizes the lan- 
guage Christ Martha regarding Mary: “This the best 
part.”

especially in the beginning, as far beneath me, the mere thought of having to 
live with them would have been intolerable.

Dominated Education 


The first thing this series great educational achievements 
was doing what seems the most obvious thing the world: 
teach the child the language knew and used every day 
the vernacular. cannot here into the “massive mobilization’ 
Chartres, his good friend, substitute Latin for the vernacular: 
nor the chapter the Rule 1717 forbidding Brothers who 
learned Latin before they came into the order from using 
necessary. 

The significant fact about Salle’s sponsorship the ver- 
nacular, different from English and German justification, wa: 
that this basis was psychological and educational rather than socio- 
religious. This leads the second characteristic. 


27. Free and Obligatory Education

Routine” classroom management formu- 
lated Salle the Conduct the Schools, praised greatly 
and thought twentieth-century discovery had reached 
high state perfection the Christian Brothers Schools. The 
monitorial system, after its great popularity the early nine- 
teenth century, was abandoned for the Sallian type organ- 
ization. The utilization students the routine practices 
classroom greatly facilitated its quiet, order, and smooth running. 
Salle did not make the mistake utilizing monitors teachers 
the Lancasterian System did, attempting instruct 300 1000 
pupils single teacher.17 concentrating the attention 
the class simultaneous instruction, the usual noise, disorder, 
and confusion contemporary schools were practically ended 
the Brothers’ schools. And this was more completely achieved 
the emphasis quiet activity, low voice, restriction the amount 
unnecessary talking teacher and pupil, and the use 
signs and symbols the teacher for routine activities.

manual school organization and methods teaching the sub- 
jects the elementary schools which the sections were practi- 
cally textbooks) writing textbooks Christian civility which 
was the material for the highest class reading and for religion.

Roger Freeman’s School Needs 
the Decade Ahead brought sharply 
public attention the question the 
significance small classes, public 
schools particularly. The newspapers di- 
rected national attention the subject. 
The National Education Association’s 
answers this and other aspects the 
study revealed the weakness its posi- 
tion. fact, looks the American 
public, instead being given informa- 
tion about these schools, being served 
propaganda. These public discussions 
education have their reaction Cath- 
olic schools. Consequently, are pre- 
senting the view Catholic educator, 
Monsignor Sherlock, the able superin- 
tendent schools the Archdiocese 
Boston. 

Long before the present controversy 
began, Msgr. Sherlock, the Boston 
Pilot (October 20, 1956), pointed out 
the lack research studies regarding 
what was readily and naturally 
assumed, namely that smaller classes 
were indubitably better for school 
achievement. pointed out that only 
4.1 per cent studies available 
were the results significantly favor 
small classes; but exactly four times 
the number 16.4 per cent 
—the results were notably favor 
larger classes. And the later studies, 
more adequately controlled, the “trend 
shows even more the advantage 
the larger classes.” 


SHERLOCK’S ANALYSIS 


Msgr. Sherlock’s discussion, addi- 
tion its spirit fairness, was one 
the most practical that have seen. 
Some his conclusions schoolroom 
practice and method are worth 

The research definitely tends 
favor large classes every level in- 
struction, except the kindergarten. 

Small classes are 
working with dull pupils, though one 
study reported that even working 
with dull pupils larger classes are better 
the dull pupils are homogeneously 
grouped. 

Teachers apparently did not find 
disciplinary problems serious difficulty. 

Research results show that large 
classes foster self-reliance 
among pupils, good attitudes, and good 
work habits.”

provocation, sung with zest. They would 
sing their favorites first and, not dis- 
couraged, proceed repeat the whole col- 
lection. Naturally, each song was chosen 
with the idea mind putting over some 
particular point, acquiring special 
vocabulary. Gusten Todas case 
point. like, you like, gusta, 
gusten, gusta. difficult idiom became 
and natural. 


Eager Students 


was never necessary talk down 
those children. They could always reach 
up. Their eyes told when they under- 
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stood and they told me, too, when they 
were bored. They loved when in- 
troduced points historical grammar and 
made comparisons with the mother tongue. 
our agenda there were geography, his- 
tory, music, art, customs, archaeology, 
well the art communication. 

The first hour the first day was given 
introductions, greetings, and farewells: 
Mucho gusto concocerla usted, senor- 
luego. They had great fun and tried 
out their new knowledge everybody 
they met the campus that day and 
every day thereafter. 

the eleven o’clock period, that first 
day, tackled the alphabet using 
Spanish analogy “one, two, buckle 
shoe” only ours ran: 


There followed, due time, the dis- 
tinction between strong and weak vowels; 
open and closed “e” and “o”; digraphs; 
division into syllables; diphthongs, which 
called matrimonios; accent, and the 
rules governing —all those little things 
that older students seem find elusive. 


Living With Spanish 

Roll call each morning called for re- 
petitions introductions and acknowledg- 
ments. The first student introduced himself 
herself the boy girl the right 
and down the line. fol- 
lowed, with this difference, the readiness 
the crew had with things the 
mind. This was the time find out how 
much had been retained what was 
learned the day before and the week be- 
fore, and freshen what was hazy. 
Once week had vocabulary quiz, 
sometimes oral, sometimes written. 

never assigned homework. wasn’t 
necessary: friendly rivalry supplied the 
stimulus. one, could avoid it, 
would surpassed another. Class was 
supposed begin o’clock, but, with 
single exception, all the children were 
the building eight, few minutes 
after. The captain made point 
there too, only keep some check 
exhuberant spirits. had lot fun 
the course that hour: vocabulary 
matches, recitations poems learned 
class, discussions shows, and the 
latest sports news. 

Early the program learned 
count and, fix the numbers more surely, 
week, played Bingo, the winner’s prize 


being the privilege calling the numbers. 
Occasionally played other games for 
purposeful recreation. After Bingo, Diablo 
Angel held the preference. Here color 
and the paying forfeits, all Spanish, 
course, was the object. 

The common, ordinary things life 
furnished the basis for our learning ex- 
periences: things which have with 
the individual—parts the body and 
articles clothing; the family and re- 
lationship; food, drink, eating, sleeping; 
transportation; buying and selling; uses 
ser and estar; tener and hacer. 
couple times had thunderstorm 
and tronar, relampagos, rayo, 
became part our active 
vocabulary. 

Once week boarded our magic 
Los Catro Vientos, which always kept 
readiness deck, and flew off some 
expedition, archaeological otherwise. 
investigated Maya, Aztec, and Inca ruins 
and artefacts and learned about their 
Spain, Cuba, Mexico, and Peru. visited 
their art museums, listened their music, 
and took all could their culture, 
customs, and manner life. One after- 
noon had formal merienda the col- 
lege drawing room which the class in- 
vited their mothers. mate and Puerto 
Rican conserves formed part the 
refreshments. 


Fiesta for Parents 

the conclusion the course 
staged Fiesta for parents and others 
who might interested. What really 
amounted was repaso the sum- 
mer’s work. All songs found place 
the course the program. There was 
long choral recitation, Himno del nino 
americano Figuiera, two dances 
taught one the girls: Jarabe 
Tapatio and Cucuracha, and rather 
realistic Mexican market scene with much 
hawking wares, buying, and selling.

Not that Mare 
poet one mood only but, 
much among the greatest writers 
dream poetry, this spring vision 
seems flow involuntarily and im- 
pulsively the dream itself; but the ele- 
mental motive all this class poetry 
transmuted the poet’s intellect and 
imagination before crystallized into 
verse. 


Our Lost Eden 


Mare, though potentially Chris- 
tian, expresses creed. sets forth 
particular philosophy life; however, his 
poetry life psychologically rather than 
photographically accurate. large amount 
uncertainty and brooding found 
much his verse, but perhaps only 
the uncertainty dreams. merely 
brought the fringe mystery; knock 
the door our lost Eden and yet can- 
not quite cross the threshold. There are 
those who mystics, for whom 
mysteries exist they have pene- 
trated them. This poem full second- 
ary mysticism, the mysticism that aware 
mystery and hungers for it; yet lingers 
the twilight dream world. 

“The Listeners” clearly 
dream impulse.

Crowns for Royal Readers 
the First Grade

Teaching reading skills little children 
who have concept alphabet, phonics, 
word building, challenge being met 
today millions primary teachers 
everywhere. Wherever groups teachers 
gather, new proved methods reading 
pedagogy are being shared and evaluated. 
All too often, however, many original meth- 
ods successfully used fail come the 
attention the majority. Here idea 
have used presenting and developing 
word power the first grade level. The 
results are usually startling and maintain 
least per cent level success. 


Establish Teacher-Pupil Relationship 

The first day school when primary 
children enroll, some cling their mothers’ 
skirts; others test their lung power rather 
well; while the minority brave smiles for 
the teacher. The young child needs sense 
security and should made realize 
immediately that these new classmates are 
friends. call child his first name 
sight conjures this sense security 
with its accompanying happiness which 
broadens. Usually anticipate this fact 
before the opening day making indi- 
vidual From the outset, strong 
teacher-pupil relationship established. 

These “crowns” are nothing but brightly 
colored cardboard strips worn like head- 
bands and are about two two and half 
inches wide. The first name the child 
printed upon each. felt-point pen 
used.) During the first day, the children 
play name games, thus becoming name- 
conscious. Security built up; frustrations 
are nonexistent. During the adjustment 
period, much sound pedagogy can em- 
ployed use the crowns. Some teachers 
may prefer wait for the second third 
quarter before introducing them, then using 


the crowns principally incentives re- 
wards for reading progress. 

The life one crown may long 
many circumstances. Stars, birds, ani- 
mals, flags, flowers, and stickers all kinds 
may earned and put around the outside. 
Usually, offer prize every three four 
weeks for the child who has earned the 
most merits his crown during that pe- 
riod time. have never known any 
other method successful for stimulating 
and maintaining interest reading. 


Developing Reading Skill 

The inside each crown used effec- 
tively: the beginning, print ABC’s 
presented, then the vowel family, gradually 
more difficult phonic sounds, finally (as 
lessons progress and reading skills develop) 
pre-primer, primer, and first-grade level 
words, lesson lesson. Usually start 
early date print words inside. 
good first use large bold print, colored 
possible. Smaller and smaller print may 
introduced gradually. this way, 
April the first May, children can read 
with assurance normal typewritten print 
readily medium large hand print. The 
crown method most satisfying and has 
its own rewards both for the teacher and 
for the pupil. The dull child who often 
feels insecure when surpassed reading 
skills can develop confidence and mature 
rapidly while striving for mastery his 
special-level crown. may earn many 
merits his more fortunate neighbor who 
may reading from advanced text. The 
slow child need longer feel inferior 
progresses. 

use different bright colors for the 
crowns designate the various reading 
groups. often, the slow child under- 
stands very well that the Bluebirds and 


the Cardinals surpass the Woodpeckers and 
the Sparrows, etc. referring the 
groups the Red Sacred Heart Group, 
the Blue Blessed Mother Group, The 
Brown St. Joseph Group, The Green Little 
Infant Group, etc., there way for 
little minds discriminate. Basic differ- 
ences are brightly clothed 
colors and thus rarely noticed. All the 
children are “one” striving earn the 
merit award. each one masters 
phonic sounds, reading words, 
stories, etc., advances automatically 
the next reading level. 


Building Confidence

daily existence within the classroom proper

Believe me, 
once you have successfully launched your 
own “crown system,” you will wonder how 
you ever taught reading without it. 

For the superior students who master 
their word lists and phrase cards anyway, 
the crown proves its worth again. More 
difficult short stories containing unfamiliar 
words and phrases may printed (long- 
hand) inside the crown. These students 
appreciate the challenge offered; the 
end May least, they have unusual 
reading background and superior vocabu- 
lary. They easily advance grade two 
with confidence their own abilities. 


Good Psychological Background

Wrote Plays 

Plays likewise evolved from the reading 
experiences. About November one the 
boys brought play which had written 
after reading story Abraham Lincoln.

Later, February, this same 
child brought second play Lincoln’s 
life for dramatization.

RAISING MONEY 


According the Office Educa- 
tion, all colleges, and particularly the pri- 
vate colleges, already operate loss 
nearly per cent each student. Right 
now many our Catholic colleges and 
universities are serious difficulties be- 
cause they not get sufficient support 
from corporations, from churches and from 
individuals. Many our Catholic grade 
and high schools have had their costs 
doubled since the start World War II. 


Who Will Pay the Costs? 


Where should this 
support come from? Some educators have 
advocated making the student pay full 
for his high school and college education, 
stating that the student the chief bene- 
ficiary education. some our grade 
schools, the pastors maintain that each 
family pay full for each child they have 
school. this supposition, the solution 
advocated many charge the fast- 
rising cost the student his family. 
cannot pay it, let him the family get 
loan. Others modify this approach 
suggesting scholarships for those who can- 
not pay for high school and college, and 
special privileges families who cannot 
afford send their children Catholic 
grade schools. 

Indeed passing costs the student 
the form higher tuition could have 
disasterous effect all Catholic education. 
Included report from the Rockefeller 
Foundation published the New York 
Times, June 23, 1958, was this statement: 

“The share privately financed colleges 
and universities total enrollments has

and within years, their share students 
could easily closer per cent. 


“Unquestionably the solution for the 
privately financed institutions lies not 
any one device but the simultane- 
ous exploration numerous paths 
both for cutting costs and for raising 
money; for example, eliminating un- 
necessary frills the curriculum, shar- 
ing facilities with neighboring institu- 
tions, dropping the extravagant notion 
that every other institution must offer 
carbon copy the curriculum offered 
every other institution, making radi- 
cally better use physical facilities, 
tuition, cultivating increased cor- 
porate and alumni giving, and obtain- 
ing certain kinds Federal support.” 


Unless such changes these are carried 
out, there real danger that the influence 
private higher education will progres- 
sively decline. The problem really seri- 
ous for Catholics. Increased educational 
costs will send many our Catholic stu- 
dents seek education tax-supported 
schools, which will not such financial 
strain the family. 


Society Must Share the Cost 

Russell Thackery, executive secretary 
the American Association Land-Grant 
Colleges and State Universities, talk 
uate School, declared that ob- 
viously benefits the individual, but its pri- 
mary benefit society.

Catholic administrators then must cul- 
tivate contributions from society from 
individuals, business, industry, labor and 
the community, well their alumni 
groups. What administrators need learn 
and develop are techniques and methods 
fund-raising. They seem neglect most 
important point: Contributors have 
courted. 

most important factor remem- 
bered developing attitudes business, 
industry, alumni, labor and the community 
any put work never be- 
fore that one dynamic force they use 
arrive any given goal: Salesmanship! 
For example, every business made 
producing, accounting and selling 
operations, but without selling none the 
others can stand alone. 

The objective every school any 
then, explore and know 
what business, industry, labor and the com- 
munity want and then make available 
them pleasant and convenient way. 
Too often forgotten the fact that people 
buy things, not for the thing itself, but for 
the service performs. 


Sell the Service 

matron does not buy hat; she buys 
how she will look the hat. The television 
owner who calls the repairman does not 
buy professional services; hopes 
buying freedom from trouble. salesman 
does not sell shoes woman; sells 
pretty feet! 

Apply the same truth educational serv- 
ices offered business, industry and the 
community. not sell education edu- 
cation, but offer present services which will 
meet the present needs prospective con- 
tributors. 

More sales are made when the salesman 
understands what selling. How much 
could school increase its gifts more 
school personnel, faculty and alumni, pro- 
jected themselves into the shoes the 
“customers” pleasant bit specula- 
tion. First, however, the administrators 
must “sell” the personnel, the faculty and 
alumni being salesmen. 

his book Salesmanship and Sales Man- 
agement, John Jones tells the story 
gray-haired machinery salesman who 
made this pitch: “I’m not much sales- 
man. You see, have been the buying 
end nearly all life, and find myself 
constantly taking the buyers’ point

order did those who listened realize how 
much salesman really was! 

Isn’t fact that the best salesmen are 
usually likable persons who curiously, 
not accidentally, always 
and happy talk about And isn’t 
true that you like think the sales- 
man with whom your dealings have been 
highly satisfactory your special friend?

Let 
quote from Ernest Newman, dis- 
tinguished English music critic the late 
1920’s, writing the work Delius: 


“For some years have been carrying out 
intensive analysis the idioms com- 
posers that has yielded some curious and as- 
tonishing results. have hesitation say- 
ing that there not single composer who 
not the last resort simply machine, 
unconsciously reproducing the same basic for- 
mulae work after work. Every composer 
recurring formulae.” 

What true music equally true 
public relations, promotion fund-raising. 
There nothing new under the sun. The 
ideas use approach the minds men 
are the same handful ideas that have 
been used since the beginning time. And 
will using them thousand years 
hence.

Campaign

THE EARLY STAGES cam- 
paign, while you are formulating the cam- 
paign calendar, you must keep one eye 
squarely publicity values. For example, 
careful not schedule two events 
which have potential publicity value 
close together that one would kill all 
chances the second event getting more 
than stick type the press. 

Decide the precise things that your 
publicity program must before planning 
your campaign. Generally speaking, pub- 
licity can help you six important ways. 
Publicity can: 


Focus the attention the com- 
munity your fund-raising program, 
whether for expansion, develop- 
ment the birth entirely new 
project; 

Help recruit your campaign organi- 
zation; 

Educate your constituency 
the need for the project; 

Assist broadening your public; 

Appeal the heart loosen purse 


strings your constituency; and 
Build bridge that will carry over 
from the solicitation the subscrip- 
tion the start pledge payments. 

When your campaign calendar com- 
plete, you should have publicity calendar 
paralleling it. The publicity calendar should 
have story slugs matching the various 
stages your pre-campaign organization, 
reaching climax the kick-off. 

Let consider these important factors 
more detailed manner. First, the 
publicity program must focus community 
attention your program. This goal 
even though you may not ap- 
pealing for community-wide support. The 
simple reason for its importance that 
unless the whole community aware 
your program, your constituency may de- 
velop financial inferiority complex. 
the person you are trying reach knows 
that the entire community watching this 
particular campaign, will more in- 
terested doing his share make 
successful. 


Publicity important recruiting your 
campaign workers. Except the case 
the few dedicated individuals who are found 
the forefront every campaign, your 
volunteers are generally somewhat the 
nature “reluctant dragons.” The 
volunteer enlists because under 
cial financial pressure so; be- 
cause believes will get some indirec: 
benefit, such important contacts, 
this work. Proper publicity can help 
make desirable part the can 
paign organization. 


Explain the Need for Funds 

One the axioms fund-raising tha 
real need must present you are 
successful any campaign. corollar 
this advice that your constituenc 
must fully aware that need. 
the need into the entire publicity progran 
Every publicity release. every piece 
printed matter, every 
must point some phase the need for 
funds accomplish goal which 
sary for welfare the community. 

Another advantage publicity broad 
ening the base interest. campaign con 
ducted for hospital university can 
through planned publicity, win new friend 
and create considerable interest beyond the 
group that normally patronizes 
ports the institution. can add new 
friends, who are, course, new 
gift sources. 

Heart appeal must integrated into the 
campaign. Sometimes difficult find 
emotional appeal fund campaign. 
But there always emotional 
study the cause. Then, you 
capitalize loosen the purse strings. 

Finally, your publicity campaign must 
bridge the gap between the signing the 
pledge and the first payment. times, 
month more may elapse before the first 
bill mailed. Properly timed releases 
maintain the interest the project 
through the pledge period and 
dedication. 

Too often, the last publicity release give 
only the final campaign figure, and 
the leadership and the scope 
project. However, your integration 
campaign and its publicity should not 
with the fund drive. You should have 
outline continuing program, complet: 
with timetable releases which will 
over the start the collection perio: 
and beyond. Only then will your 
program complete. And the campaign 
will superior program, thanks 
skillfully planned publicity.

Instructing Migrant Children 


REV. ROBERT KELLER

WHEN ONE MENTIONS THE MISSIONS, scenes far-off 
Africa and India and thoughts untutored savages and wild 
animals readily come mind. Yet this the story mission 
perhaps not glamorous one. but nonetheless real and vital because 
takes place our own backyard. Every summer the Diocese 
Saginaw receives into its territory upwards 8000 souls 
Mexican descent. About half are braceros from Mexico and the 
other half are naturalized United States citizens who annually 
migrate from Texas labor the sugar beet fields the rich 
Saginaw Valley. 

They are Catholic people, but their faith shallow and often 
tainted superstition. Still marveled that the seed 
faith still grows this people among whom only recently bitter 
persecution was waged and who have known great shortage 
priestly vocations. Yes, they are ignorant their faith, but only 
because there has been one instruct them. 

Although the Mexicans began their annual sojourn the 
northern beet fields 1938, was not until 1947 that young 
Father James Hickey conceived the idea 
organized apostolate for these migrants. Each summer Spanish- 
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speaking priests and seminarians out into the rural areas 
the diocese where the Mexican laborers are concentrated. Working 
out the nearest parish their center, they visit each family 
the area, taking complete census see what priestly work 
has done. 

Masses are scheduled where Mexicans can hear word 
preached them their own tongue. Catechism classes are 
started prepare the children for First Holy Communion and 
Confirmation. The sacraments are made more easily accessible. 
Marriages are convalidated. The dead are buried with fitting cere- 
monies. Recreation planned for both the parents and children. 
Such general outline the work that being done among 
the Mexican migrants. 

There little need stress the fact that the teaching God’s 
truth the Mexican people the end this apostolate. “Faith 
comes hearing,” says St. Paul, and every means exploited 
give these people the opportunity come real appreciation 
and knowledge their Catholic faith. 

Although much being done instruct the adults, most 
our efforts are directed teaching the children. The teaching 
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doctrine depends great extent the type work the 
migrants are doing and the area which they live. When the 
parents are working sugar beets (as they are most the time 
our diocese), the children are usually free. Although there 
law prohibiting children under years age from working 
the beet fields, many nearly will lie about their age. 
rule, usually get work with the children between the ages 
six and 13. 

Still there are many difficulties solved. Every available 
adult works the fields, and usually the smaller children, al- 
though they cannot work, are taken the fields with the parents. 
The Mexican family closely knit. difficult times 
persuade parents leave the children the care seminarians 
appoint adult look after the children the camp. 
Before definite arrangements can made, however, the area must 
studied determine how classes instruction will given. 


School for Migrant Children 


some the diocesan areas, possible bring all the 
children catechism age the center. the Reese-Munger 
area most the migrants live near the parochial school 
Munger. For the most part, the roads the area are paved and 
within hour about 125 children can brought buses 
the school. This school, think, offers model arrangement. 
has been operation during the months June and July for 
the past four years. has made big hit with the migrants. 
The children are called for every morning before the parents 
work and they are brought home supper time when the 
families return from the fields. Because they know that their 
children are being properly cared for and instructed this school, 
many families make special efforts settle this area each 
summer. Some send their children spend the week with friends 
relatives who live the bus routes. 

Lay teachers and seminarians conduct the school manner 
similar any other Catholic school. Each day begins with Mass 
which the children take part reciting special prayers and 
singing appropriate hymns. Occasionally, the padre gives them little 
talks spiritual nature. Besides two classes catechism day, 
they are also taught the three R’s. Experience and surveys have 
shown that these children are retarded school from two 
five years because migration. Occasionally religious and secular 
films and slides are shown help them improve their lot both 
spiritually and physically. The school boasts lunch program 
and abundant recreation big needs the lives 
these migrant children. The children truly enjoy this school pro- 
gram. Many tear shed when they have move away. 


Instruction the Camps 


other areas the diocese where the workers are not too 
centrally located, the work teaching much more trying. The 
catechist must the children. places where camps in- 
dividual houses are only few miles apart, the priest seminarian 
tries gather small group children central point. 
Otherwise instructs them individually. This time-consuming 
labor. some instances, possible gather the children 
camp during the day least twice week. With some persuasion 
the parents will delegate elderly person older girl 
look after the children the camp while the parents are the 
fields. When isn’t possible find some way keeping the 
children home during the day, the catechist will try arrange 
evening classes, but the nights are too few cover the many 
camps the area. The camp method teaching has 
many disadvantages: different age levels, the lack school atmos- 
phere and teaching aids, and the many distractions camp life. 
But there one definite advantage. the evenings most the 


adults will sit stand around observe the class, and this 
way, they learn great deal doctrine. 


What Language Use? 

There are further difficulties met. How about the 
teaching catechism? What type book should used? 
language should employed? One must remember that these 
children, although they speak mostly Spanish, are American citi- 
zens. They move from place place during the year, and for the 
most part they encounter few priests who speak Spanish. Many 
eventually settle areas the country where Spanish 
spoken. they are continue practice their faith, they 
taught the rudiments that faith and their prayers English 
Many, not most, these children understand English. 
they school, they learn read and write English. 

When these children are brought school, they can 
grouped according their abilities and some these difficultie 
can circumvented. Our practice has been teach the olde: 
children who know some English the American idiom. The 
younger children and those few who not know English are 
taught Spanish. the camp and spot method teaching. 
Spanish almost always used because the variation ages 
and because adults are present who not speak English. 

Catechisms have always presented problem. the children 
read, they read only English. The parents read only Spanish. 
give the children something read and guarantee parental 
help, bi-lingual catechism necessity. There are few the 
market. have printed one our own, but leaves much 
desired. 

The style subject matter the book another problem. 
have whole library full Spanish and English catechisms 
that have used the past from tiny Baltimore First Com- 
munion catechism Cardinal Gasparri giant. None has proved 
wholly What really needed catechism specially 
designed for these migrant children, one that would used 
national basis and printed both languages. should not 
too bulky and should designed meet their particular cir- 
cumstances life. With such book, the catechetical efforts the 
various dioceses could co-ordinated. Definite methods and 
techniques teaching could developed national scale. 
Filmstrips and slides that would adapt themselves the migrant 
psychology and condition could prepared with this 
catechism. Appropriate hymns, prayers and information that would 
service migrants such health centers and social agencies 
could also included. There big need for such information. 

for results our diocesan program, feel that have 
made some progress considering the distances, attitudes par- 
ents, nature their work, and the language difficulty. 
average some 8000 migrants come our diocese each summer. 
that number, there are about 1400 children catehcism age, 
between and 16. Five hundred these are reached for instruc- 
tion, and usually about 200 make their first Holy Communion 
while they are with us. Much more could done, but much more 
help needed. will require lot organization, but there 
opportunity here for groups such the Legion Mary and the 
CCD heroic work. 

Year after year, are being challenged with ever greater 
force the Protestants who take interest these migrants. 
Millions dollars are being spent, and hundreds missionaries 
are acquainting themselves with the language and customs 
these migrants win them over the cause Protestantism. 
They are making headway. Unless organize and co-ordinate our 


efforts for the migrants, many them will lost the one 
true Faith.

tical engineer been consulted the 
early planning stages. Unfortunately, 
this was not done. Too often the im- 
portance the acoustical engineer 
realized only after trouble obvious. 

The field acoustics highly spe- 
cialized and thorough study not 
generally included the architect’s 
training. is, therefore, inclined 
rely his somewhat limited knowledge 
and the advice and counsel the sup- 
pliers acoustical materials. Not many 
representatives these companies have 
had the broad training acoustics 
enable them take the many prob- 
lems which can and arise.

This places him 
awkward position because, for some 
reason, everyone expects him pull

The earlier the acoustical 
engineer consulted planning proj- 
ect, the easier will for everyone 
concerned and the more satisfactory will 
the results. 


Some Acoustical Fundamentals 


There are several widespread miscon- 
ceptions concerning acoustics. Among 
these the idea that because product 
labeled acoustical noise reducing 
will solve all problems, and that the 
more such material applied the better 
the acoustics room will be. Before 
proceeding any further with the func- 
tion the acoustical engineer, would 
well point out here few facts 
and fundamental principles the sci- 
ence sound that have architectural 
significance, and which may not well 
understood. 

Certain materials the form tiles, 
plasters, fibrous sprays and blankets 
are known “acoustical.” They are 
effective absorbers sound, but are 
not efficient preventing the passage 
sound other spaces.

one these materials, but will 
not help much preventing the noises 
from passing through the floor the 
upstairs areas. They can likened 
piece Kleenex which will blot 
water but will also allow pass 
through. 

The control reverberation one 
the more important aspects acoustical 
design architecture. Reverberation 
the gradual decay sound that takes 
place within room due absorption 
during multiple reflections from walls, 
floor, and ceiling. the factor which 
determines whether space acous- 
tically “live” “dead,” and propor- 
tional directly the volume the 
room and inversely the amount 
absorption within its boundaries. Too 
much reverberation confuses speech; 
too little detracts from music and, 
general, reduces the total sound in- 
tensity. The optimum reverberation time 
for given room depends its pro- 
posed use. 

The efficiency acoustical absorbing 
materials varies greatly with the fre- 
quency pitch the sound. Most 
commercially available materials such 
tiles, blankets and acoustical plasters 
are not efficient absorbing low tones. 
typical perforated tile, for instance, 
will absorb per cent the sound 
striking the sound two octaves 
above middle the piano. one 
octave above middle the absorption 
per cent; middle the absorp- 
tion down per cent; and 
for octave below middle the ab- 
sorption only per cent. room 
treated with this material alone rever- 
beration high pitched sounds easily 
controlled. Other measures must 
taken, however, absorb the low tones

The ease with which sound trans- 
mitted through solid wall partition 
dependent the type construction 
used. Walls affording high degree 
isolation must specially designed for 
school.

The offices quarters 
should well isolated, acoustically, 
from adjoining areas. The acoustical 
engineer may find necessary pro- 
vide for special wall constructions here. 
carried on, may necessary pro- 
vide special room for this purpose. 
should well isolated that the back- 
ground ambient noise level within 
specified limits the test results will 
faulty. 

there are separate audio-visual 
rooms remedial speech training rooms, 
they should given particular acousti- 
cal consideration. The acoustical en- 
gineer’s experience the field broad- 
casting and recording studios, theater, 
and motion picture work will valu- 
able these areas. 

Shops and boiler rooms need isola- 
tion treatment, particularly there are 
classrooms overhead. special hung- 
ceiling construction often indicated 
these areas. Vibration mounts for ma- 
chinery may also called for. 
many cases, severe problems noise 
isolation are most simply solved 
relocating the questionable area. The 
acoustical engineer can advise the archi- 
tect the relative economic advan- 
tages relocation versus treatment.

However, recent years more 
and more use has been made 
purpose rooms, for reasons economy. 
have the cafeteria-gymnasium com-

and, some occasions, the triple-func- 
tioned cafeteria-auditorium-gymnasium. 
These represent some the knottiest 
problems board education can 
throw the acoustical engineer. 
these activities were conducted sep- 
arate rooms, different acoustical treat- 
ment would required for each 
achieve the best conditions. When 
single room serves several purposes, the 
best acoustical engineer can 
effect compromise which will give 
modicum satisfaction each di- 
rection. When used auditorium, 
however, the room will generally have 
many shortcomings. 

One final word which, perhaps, should 
have come first: sometimes wise 
consult the acoustical engineer the 
matter site location. school 
built adjacent noisy truck- 
ing route, railroad, other noise 
source, may mean extra expenditures 
for special exterior wall, roof, and win- 
dow construction order keep in- 
terior noise reasonable level. Al- 
though land contours can sometimes 
afford adequate isolation, not well 
rely trees, shrubbery, other 
planting for this purpose. The amount 
acoustical shielding they provide has 
been vastly overrated. 

The foregoing discussion 
cated the major areas which the 
acoustical engineer can contribute the 
well-planned school. should ev- 
ident that this planning, acoustics 
should not dismissed lightly. There 
are many pitfalls for the layman and 
the employment qualified expert 
the field, either the architect 
the school board directly, represents 
long forward step ensuring opti- 
mum conditions the finished struc- 
ture. Compared other costs involved 
the project, the acoustical engineer’s 
fee relatively small. the long run, 
may save the cost his services 
many times over eliminating exces- 
sively costly construction expensive 
remedial measures which must taken 
later date.

The new 
machine has replaced our former slow. out- 
moded, and cumbersome pen-and-ink rec- 
ordkeeping methods. The old procedure 
maintaining large ledgerbooks for each ac- 
counting activity became increasingly 
cult enrollment and budget grew. 

Inasmuch anticipated even 
greater number students the near 
future, realized that the hand-written 
approach could not keep with the de- 
mand for faster and more informative ac- 
counting data. needed up-to-the-minute 
and accurate budget figures.

ARE ADMINISTRATORS wasting too 
much valuable time performing clerical de- 
tails schools? the same token. are 
pastors and their assistants. well other 
institutional administrators. engrossed 
routine details that their effectiveness 
being hampered? The facts suggest af- 
firmative answer. least the part 
administrators central Catholic high 
schools. The facts and conclusions might 
well apply many administrators. 

What seems the situation? 
recent survey diocesan secondary schools 
conducted this writer. data was gathered 
about the number offices maintained and 
the number nonteaching staff members 
performing clerical details 136 central 
Catholic high schools. The 124 central 
schools replying the questionnaire main- 
tained 187 offices and employed total 
160 full-time and four part-time employees. 
The two offices maintained some central 
schools represent separate offices for the 
principal and the school business manager. 
The reported. indicate that some 
diocesan schools are operating without cleri- 
cal personnel. This situation also true 
many parish high schools and some second- 
ary schools run religious communities. 

the 136 central schools included 
the survey. only indicated that they em- 
ployed one more clerical and 
did not answer the question. total 
107 schools. The remaining schools prob- 
ably have office but operated without 
either full-time part-time clerical em- 
ployees. The majority the schools have 
only one clerical assistant. 

How these facts compare with current 
practices public schools? The Biennial 
Survey Education the United States, 
1952-1954 (the latest available statistics) 
reported that city systems employed 
average less than one full-time clerical em- 
ployee per school and commented 
meager availability clerical assistance.” 

This staff limitation continues both 
public and private secondary schools de- 
spite the widely accepted conclusions 
several authorities school administration 
that the clerical staff should integral 
part every efficiently operated school. 

The shortage adequate clerical assist- 
ance shifts the burden routine clerical 
duties administrators who should 


free devote both time and energy 
their professional the 
problems education the case sec- 
ondary school administrators. 

Engelhardt and Engelhardt warn: “In 
small school boards must under- 
stand that. unless the superintendent 
schools supplied with adequate clerical 
service. will become clerical officer 
himself with definite sacrifice the educa- 
tional program.”! The warning equally 
applicable the school principal. 

assistant superintendent schools for the 
Archdiocese St. Louis. discussing the 
role clerical employees Catholic sec- 
ondary schools, once wrote: imputa- 
tion has been made with more less 
truth that Catholic schools have been 
short-sighted forcing upon educators 
work which could easily performed 
those who have not had the long 
and expensive training required 
Father Gannon further advises 
that the employment clerk clerks 
based school size “very wise busi- 
ness procedure.” 

Several schools this study operating 
without clerical employees indicated that 
the correspondence, and other ad- 
ministrative details the school office were 
handled the head the commercial 
the business education department. 

The questionnaire from one high school 
was completed the business teacher who 
made the following observations: 


All clerical work performed and through 
the business education department. clerk 
maintained the principal’s office. 
salary paid the Sister-teacher the 
business education department for keeping 
school accounts, handling correspondence, mak- 
ing reports, purchasing and selling school 
books, etc. Teacher business education de- 
partment full-time instructor.

Using teachers for routine clerical 
has the possible result detracting 
their classroom preparation and, 
quently, may also detract from their 
ing effectiveness. frequently interferes 
with their free time, considerable portion 
which should devoted personal and 
professional growth and development. 

The standards recommended state ce- 
partments public instruction regional 
accrediting agencies might employed 
guide indicate the number clerical 
employees necessary given high school. 
The Minneapolis public schools employ the 
following formula: Clerks are assigned 
the high schools the basis one each 
500 pupils and one part-time clerk for each 
250 more pupils. The North Central As- 
sociation Colleges and Secondary Schools 
recommends clerk for each 500 students. 

The evidence gathered this study sug- 
gests that the conditions discovered the 
research Father John O’Connor, Father 
John Owens, Monsignor Edward 
Spiers. continue exist. and that their 
conclusions are still valid.

Joseph’s College used its Ford grant

ST. JOSEPH’S COLLEGE Rens- 
selaer, Ind. (pop. 5800) has capitalized 
idea getting two direct benefits for 
its lay faculty members from the same 
dollar. The idea originated December, 
1955, shortly after the college received 
grant for $270,000 from the Ford Founda- 
tion. 

that time, the Ford Foundation 
granted $210 million 630 private, ac- 
credited colleges throughout the nation, 
stipulating that the principal must in- 
vested minimum rate four per cent 
interest, with all the interest used 
increase faculty salaries. After ten years, 
the principal could applied other 
needs. St. Joseph’s, Catholic college for 
men with enrollment 996, con- 
ducted the Fathers the Society 
the Precious Blood. 

The college treasurer, Rev. John 
Lefko, C.PP.S., hit upon the idea loan- 
ing the principal per cent interest 
lay faculty members who wanted 
build homes. The Very Rev. Raphael 
Gross, C.PP.S., president the college, 
the Ford Foundation which ap- 
proved the plan long the college would 
receive least four per cent interest. 

Under the plan, the professors derive 
benefit from the grant: the principal 
capital for their own homes under 
they can afford, while the interest 
pay returned them the form 
salary increases. St. Joseph’s salary 
currently one the highest the

tablished minimum down payment only 
two per cent. This figure was adopted 
view the fact that with the college’s 
revised salary scale (increased 1955 and 
again 1957), faculty member would 
able afford reasonable monthly in- 
stallments, but might not have the large 
savings usually necessary for down pay- 
ment. 

year was needed iron out the de- 
tails the plan before the first three 
families broke ground for their homes 
the spring 1957. The site 25-acre, 
pleasantly wooded area, situated about 
half-mile from the campus proper. Each 
builder gets approximately one acre. Since 
the site college property (St. Joseph’s 
owns owns 1600 acres including 900 acres 
farm land), each home owner receives 
99-year lease and pays the college $10 
per year for the use the land. 

The college lends the builder 
per cent the total construction cost, 
maximum $25,000, whichever less. 
The faculty member has years 
pay off the mortgage. leaves the 
school, the college has the option pur- 
chase his house under terms that are still 
being worked out. Among other things, the 
plan intended provide assurance that 
the area will remain community for 
faculty and staff members. 


Professors Form Committee 

Before the homes were begun, the three 
initial families formed corporation known 
the College Community Association, 
with Dr. Jay Barton II, associate pro- 
fessor biology, its president. This 
CCA group responsible for formulating 
regulations necessary for the welfare 
the community and for overseeing the gen- 
eral development the area, including 
such operations clearing and surveying 
the land, providing roads, electricity and 
sewer. Each home has its own septic 


tank and well. Under the plan worked out 
the college and the CCA group. the de- 
velopment cost comes approximately 
$650 per family. This cost included 
the mortgage. 

present, home sites have been 
allocated the 25-acre area, with three 
acres set aside for the development 
other needed facilities, such playgrounds. 
St. Joseph’s presently has families rep- 
resented its 72-man faculty; its 
professors are priests. 

Five families have built homes and are 
now living the college community, while 
the sixth home under construction. The 
homes must designed architect, 
whose fee also included the mortgage 
along with the $650 development costs. 
far all the homes have been designed and 
supervised Frank Fischer, 
Chicago architect who lives Rensselaer 
(about miles southeast Chicago). 
Mr. Fischer also laid out the 25-acre site. 

All the homes are built California 
redwood, brick and glass modern con- 
temporary design, but they vary sharply 
according the needs and desires in- 
dividual families. Thus the first five 
homes, two are two-story, one tri-level, 
and two are one-story. The pair two- 
story homes, with four and five bedrooms, 
are large enough house ten and seven 
children respectively.

Because 
its meticulous educational planning, Regina 
unusually functional school. And with 
its bright color schemes and integrated ar- 
rangement areas, unusually at- 
tractive building, especially the teenagers 
who use it. 

From planner’s point view, Regina 
was built the almost unheard total 
cost $1.4 million, including site develop- 
ment, campaign expenses, and complete 
equipment. For their investment, the Iowa 
City Catholics can certainly boast that they 
got their money’s worth! The Regina plant 
series separate buildings joined 
enclosed curtain wall corridors. One wing 
two-story convent with facilities for 
nuns.

How high school 
started? early 1953, Most Rev. 
Ralph Hayes, Bishop Davenport, 
urged the Iowa City pastors form 
corporation and buy site for central 
high school. December 27, 1954, the 
105-acre site northeast the city was 
purchased for $50,000, its cost pro-rated 
among the parishes. The Iowa City Cath- 
olic High School was incorporated with 
Bishop Hayes president; Msgr. Carl 
Meinberg, pastor St. Mary’s, vice presi- 
dent; Msgr. Conway, pastor St. 
Thomas More, secretary; and the late 
Msgr. O’Reilly, pastor St. Patrick’s, 
treasurer. Still there were immediate 
building plans until the spring 1956 when 
number parents Home and School 
meeting demanded enlarged and improved 
high school facilities. response this 
request from the laity, the four pastors 
began planning the school.

March 1956 marked the first

the parishes according the number en- 
rolled from each parish. They estimated 
that 2050 adult contributors would 
conservative number, and agreed that the 
fund-raising should done 
sionals, with building campaign 
conducted the Fall. 

The following week, Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
John McAuliffe, diocesan superintendent 
schools, presented list basic educa- 
tional facilities needed for centralized 
high school.

Census Four Parishes 


“Actually these first few meetings, 
didn’t know how many students the schoo! 
would have serve,” explains Father 
Pacha. Like other smaller cities the 
nation, Iowa City had attracted new indus- 
tries and newcomers since the war. Severa! 
new subdivisions had mushroomed the 
outskirts the city. Today, Iowa City 
population close 45,000 whic! 
nearly 10,000 are part-time residents, stu- 
dents the University Iowa. Approxi 
mately 10,000 the full-time residents are 
Catholics. 

During May and June 1956, Fathe: 
Pacha organized census the four par- 
ishes. Some 350 men, most them 
Columbus, volunteered canvass Iowa 
City for complete census all Catholics. 
Father Pacha himself analyzed and cata- 
logued all the data which was become 
basis for the fund drive the fall. For the 
first time, concrete figures were available 
the number Catholic families, the 
number children (1062 pre-school, 1148 
grade school, and 550 high school age), 
number employed, working and profes- 
sional men, number mixed marriages, etc. 

The census revealed almost per cent 
more potential high school students than 
any one had anticipated! result build- 
ing plans were revised provide facilities 
for least 500, instead 350, with multi- 
purpose facilities built accommodate 750 
more than 1000 students. Probably 
within few years, Regina may have 
add another classroom wing, parallel 
right angles the existing classroom wing. 

“The census was major reason for the 
success the fund campaign,” states Father 
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Pacha. “We found Catholics never knew 
before, and they gave the campaign, 
too. was the best thing that ever happened 
City’s Catholics. The people are now 
better Catholics than ever before. When you 
work and sacrifice for something the way 
these people did, then you’ve got something. 
Church means more them now than 
has. one parish alone, the number 
Communions almost doubled over the pre- 
year. had more converts and more 
people coming back the sacraments than 
ever had. Before wanted something 
cone, called the same people, 
there are 100 200 men call and 
them will good job. This was 
all the parishes.” 


Educational Planning 


the middle June, the pastors and 
met with the diocesan authorities 
representatives the B.V.M. Order 
which would staff the school. The general 
academic program was considered. The 
Sisters presented more than points 
considered the planning high 
school and another points planning 
the convent facilities. Some the sug- 
gestions from the Davenport Diocese were: 


All classrooms should have two doors and 
accommodate students.

Teachers 
should consulted planning the labora- 
tories. the home economics class large, 
there should separate sewing room.

Light for the corridors should borrowed 
from classrooms means glass panels. 
The Diocese also supplied seven recommenda- 
tions for the gymnasium area. 

Miss Joyce Nienstedt, librarian the 
City public library, supplied detailed 
recommendations and specifications for the 
library areas. 

week later when the architects brought 
their first sketches, Rev. Edward 
Catich was called in. addition directing 
the art decorations Regina, respon- 
sible for grouping the facilities into various 
areas. Also the meeting were Mrs. Ella 
Neutzil, supervisor the lunch program, 
ind Father Soens, the principal, who ad- 
vised curriculum. Although most stu- 
dents Regina follow academic pro- 
there heavy demand for voca- 
‘ional courses.

the unwieldly title “Iowa City Central 
Catholic High School.” For long time the 
pastors had sought short name, one 
two syllables, honoring the Blessed 
Mother. almost the last minute, when 
publicity was being prepared for the fund 
drive, one the priests suggested the 
name, “Regina,” which was unanimously 
accepted. 

All the pastors and assistant pastors at- 
tended this meeting with the fund-raisers, 
where goal $900,000 was decided upon. 
They planned 16-page campaign booklet 
giving information memorial gifts for 
the various rooms school and convent. 
They chose campaign officers, including 
Msgr. Conway treasurer, and Father 
Pacha executive secretary. 

Then came the surprise. Lawson cam- 
paigns are based the premise that one 
cannot ask another contribute, unless 
himself contributes first. the clergy- 
men were asked for their contributions. 
They pledged total $34,000, including 
initial gift $10,000 from the late 
the fund drive neared 
its goal, contributed another 
put over the top $916,000. The me- 
morial library has been named his honor. 


Large Committees Laymen 

The school could not have been built 
without the interest, cooperation and finan- 
cial help lay Catholics. meeting 
few weeks later, each pastor brought five 
laymen from his parish form 20-man 
lay advisory committee building and 
construction. 

committee 900 laymen from all the 
parishes handled the fund-raising drive, 
which was kicked off October 21, 1956. 
Out 3078 prospects, 2139 made pledges, 
averaging donations $420 each! Nearly 
$125,000 immediate cash donations was 
received. The generosity the individual

pledges made the Regina campaign “one 
the very best record,” according 
Bernard Lawson, president the firm. 

November 16, bids were sought 
the grading project. Although the school 
built solid ground, some ft. had 
lopped off hilltop while ravines, some 
ft. deep, had filled for the foot- 
ball and baseball fields. More than $100,000 
was spent for site improvements, including 
$67,000 for grading, $26,000 for paving 
walks and parking areas, and $10,000 for 
water mains, tiling, landscaping, etc. 

January 1957, all specifications and 
plans were drawn and bids were sought 
for the electrical, mechanical and general 
contracts. Bids were formally opened Feb- 
ruary 22, 1957. There was general agree- 
ment that $1.2 million would the top 
figure spent construction. All the bids 
came least $100,000 too high. Al- 
though there was disagreement among the 
pastors the ethics refusing the low- 
est bids and renegotiating with local Cath- 
olic contractors, the latter course was 
eventually followed considerable sav- 
ings. The general contractor was Frantz 
Construction Co., Inc., Iowa City. 


Actual Construction Begins 

Once contracts were let, construction 
proceeded rapidly from April, 1957, 
April, 1958. utility tunnel, four eight 
feet deep, was dug around the entire per- 
imeter the building. The only two-story 
building the convent, which has half- 
basement for trunk and laundry rooms. 
Other buildings, with the exception the 
gym, are one-story various levels de- 
pending the contours the site. 

low-cost, easy erect “umbrella” con- 
struction was used. Columns and beams 
supporting the lightweight curtain walls 
were firmly sunk into the ground and held 
place concrete slab flooring. The gym-

most gyms, the architects used curved 
roof steel crossbeams forming diamond 
pattern. Although this type construction 
common laminated wood ceilings, its 
steel counterpart believed inno- 
vation the Middle West. This construc- 
tion eliminates high masonry bearing walls 
all four sides the gym. The exposed 
undersides the black steel beams have 
been effectively painted red, white and blue 
forming interesting checkerboard ceiling. 

Interior finishes the school include: 
glazed tile walls corridors, toilet rooms, 
kitchens, gym wainscoating; pastel plaster 
walls the convent and where tile was not 
used; pastel cinderblocks the chapel. 
Asphalt tile was used for floors, with red 
quarry tile the kitchens and heavy- 
trafficked areas. Skydome natural lighting 
used effectively throughout the school. 
All the artificial lighting fixtures are incan- 
descent. Radiant heating from two gas-oil 
boilers has performed well during the se- 
vere winter months. Convent and chapel 
wing has separate heating system that can 
shut off from the other buildings. 


Interesting Interior Features 

There are many interesting built-in fea- 
tures Regina. lockers line the corri- 
dors, but the lobby are rows smal! 
lockers, suspended from the ceiling with 
space for two students store books and 
valuables. Beneath the lockers are hanger: 
for student wraps. The system allows maxi- 
mum supervision from receptionist’s desk 
across the hall, requires less space than wal! 
lockers, eliminates expensive recessed wal: 
installation, and reduces maintenance costs 
since the floors are clear.

What the underlying purpose 
the Regina art work? 


were looking for identity, some 
kind denominator, symbol, emblem, 
that would clearly identify this school from 
all others. Most schools are kind, one 
pretty much like another. trying find 
that elusive thing called “personality,” you 
have start with structure, the spring- 
board for any references toward identi- 
fication. 

the very beginning, thought that 
having some unique, theologically sound 
art, might able find personality 
for the school. That idea set the pattern 
our thinking. Naturally, the very first thing 
any structure, such school, not 
set spiritual ideal, then force every- 
thing else follow that ideal. 


How did you start planning the 
building? 

Instead, one must think terms what 
one expects the school, the structure this 
case, do. therefore started asking 
ourselves questions: What school? 
What intend do? What the 
users, students, and teachers, intend 
with it? How can help them their 
jobs better? 

With these points mind, started 
first all with room arrangements, paying 
attention the outside looks. other 
building, starting from the inside out, 
rather than contrarily starting from the 
outside in, often happens many 
structures. For example, some architects 
try make nice arrangement windows, 
doors, volumes, planes the outside, and 
then after these have been approved the 
client, proceed jam the inside fit the 
approved outside. 


Then you plan the outside 
complement the interior? 

arranged everything the inside 
have convenience and efficiency one part 
with another. After had arrived the 
best possible internal arrangement, then 
proceeded and then only —to make the 


outside fit. other words, the outside 
became clothing for the inside. 

After the arrangement and 
lems had been pretty well agreed on, 
had search for particular outer gar- 
ment, color, signature, style format 
that would bring the whole thing together. 


How did you decide the slate 
murals? 

had agreed generous use 
color. were also agreed that would 
not victim the usual huge cross 
crosses that architects use signature 
Catholic schools and edifices. Rightly 
knew this marking device overdone and 
longer exclusively Catholic nor indica- 
tive youth and education. Indeed, the 
large cross structure recognized 
most nowadays Lutheran sign. 
course, wished confess that had 
ideas, could always “safe” and 
strew around few crosses the outer 
faces the school. 

Our thinking revolved around the search 
for some forceful design medium like ce- 
ramic, sculpture, mosaic. 
would have adopted any these mediums 
had had unlimited funds. Finally, 
came with the idea slate murals 
carved low, linear V-cuts gilded with 
palladium and gold and colors which would, 
turn, related the colored panels 
over the outside the school. The murals 
are flush with the wall and integral part 
the wall. 


Will you describe the slate panels? 


These outdoor murals, feet tall, have 
for subject matter the Assumption, angels 
playing musical instruments, and “Regina 
Coeli.” the main wall opposite the main 
entrance Madonna the same slate- 
palladium-gold-color motif. This interior 
entrance mural flanked each side with 
200 square feet abstract mosaic patterns. 


Have you ever used slate murals 
before? 
far know, this the first time 
these slate murals have been used 
building. fact, believe, although may 
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The small chapel Regina has seats for and space for more pews. 
Sacristy behind the reredos. The Crucifix and Stations are slate panels.

wrong, this the first time this tech- 
nique has been used since the times 
the Han dynasty centuries ago. 
They didn’t use exactly the manner 
that using it. They used engraved 
slate, while used incised V-cut slate 
painted over with color gilded with 
palladium and gold leaf contrast with the 
black polished slate. 

Actually, this technique nothing more 
old paleographic thesis have always main- 
tained, namely that shallow, linear carving. 
carved lettering, has right exist 
itself. ancient inscriptions the carving 
only makes the writing permanent. other 
words, the coloring value-contrast 
the important thing and not the carving. 
The carving only serves the 
color the writing whatever made 
graphically wall. These murals then 
are nothing more than continuation 
old paleographic studies and research put 
work religious educational setting. 

And yet was not bold new 
experiment. had used this technique 
many occasions before much smaller 
scale making Stations the Cross. They 
have been very successful that de- 
cided use out doors Regina. The 
only difference was scaling the technique 
for outdoors the face the school. 


You certainly use brilliant colors 
Regina. 


were convinced also that could 
not look these buildings, look the

Tell about the Regina gym. 


had problem the gymnasium. 
The roof structure was somewhat ungainly. 
finally came with the red, white, and 
blue grid design, which has created very 
pleasant reaction, not only the part 
the students, but from everyone else who 
has seen it. They all agree that the gym- 
nasium ceiling color scheme may one 
the most striking features this school. 


Does all the art serve functional 
purpose? 

The art work Regina not intended 
thing its own right, for art work 
building must servile. cannot its 
own reason for existence. The angels then, 


the large slate murals, playing modern 
instruments like saxophone, trombone, flute, 
French horn, violin, and harp, perform 
hidden function. That is, these angels 
little teaching theology. They try get 
across instead the notion happiness, 
keynote our ultimate goal, Paradise, 
well the paean praise all 
singing God, even while here 
earth.

Yet very firm, masculine man 
trousers, beardless, and short-haired. the 
very bottom the window six sheep gaze 
upward the chalice surrounded 
inscription, “Most Sacred Heart, adore 
Thee.” 


What about the smaller windows? 


The four remaining windows are given 
Mary, the Mediatrix; St. Peter, the rock 
upon which the new Covenant built; the 
prophets the Old Testament 
sented King David playing the harp; 
and St. Michael, representative the 
angelic realm. These windows are long and 
narrow, feet almost feet, hence 
the compositional arrangements posed some 
problems. That is, was impossible 
scale, say, two figures side side 
such long windows. For example, the 
angelic window, St. Michael casting the 
chained Lucifer into Hell with overhead 
body slam very much like the Saturday 
night wrestlers. St. Michael sur- 
rounded stars and some these are 
comets falling into the pit Hell below. 
Hell swarms with blue-white, yellow-green, 
purple fish ready snap the devil Luci- 
fer whom St. Michael casting into Hell.

people, and all else, and then proceed 
appreciate and evaluate from the point 
view the people who must use that 
architecture. look architecture just 
from the outside course foolish. That’s 
why design high school, from what 
mature person like, presumptuous. 
What must try project our- 
selves, within certain limits and restraints, 
far possibly can into the teenagers 
themselves, and then reproject from 
their point view see what legiti- 
mately acceptable the outlook 
teenager. 


Are there any absolutes building? 
there perfect church architecture, 
say Gothic? 

architecture the many differentials 
and variables are conditioned climate, 
geography, culture, people, religion, right 
purpose, economy, man, money, political 
materials, etc. Understanding 
these variables their hierarchical position 
requires great deal training. One may 
make superficial snap judgment about 
architecture, but make universal dog- 
matic assertion about architecture 
little bit dangerous. fact, very danger- 
ous, especially you approach from the 
point view aesthetics external 
appreciation building. 

Consequently building more than 
just “machine for living.” fact, this 
probably the most stupid thing that has 
ever been said about building, that 
“machine for living.” was spoken 
the French architect, Courbusier. Such 
statement negates completely the whole 
spiritual complex. implies that man 
actually himself machine, tool, 
cog wheel, and not the precious 
unique being Christ, the God-man, died for. 


What your opinion Frank 
Lloyd Wright? 

There’s question about it, was the 
great architectural genius the 20th cen- 
tury. may not always pleased with 
his arrogance, but the solid founda- 
tion for any effective architecture the 
future. one can deny that 
placed the company the architectural 
geniuses all time alongside the designers 
the world’s most beautiful buildings. 
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THE WAY general renova- 
tion, schools have decided advantage 
over most other large buildings which 
are occupied the year round. Particu- 
lary the northern three fourths the 
country, all buildings suffer 
adequate maintenance during the win- 
ter, not only because the effects 
bad outside conditions which are 
brought into the building but from 
smoke and dust which originate inside, 
all which usually adds the general 
winter burden the maintenance crew. 

break for schools that the less 
effective cleaning the winter can 
fully compensated for during the period 
summer vacancy. The big job re- 
novation can proceed then with little 
interference. The walls, windows, 
venetian blinds, the chalk boards, and 
furniture must cleaned and possibly 
the desks must revarnished. But the 
really big task doing over the floors, 
that part the building which suffers 
most from traffic anytime and more 
during the winter. Because the floors 
constitute the biggest problem the 
summer renovation, will discuss them 
last and begin with the lesser jobs 
which the walls seem the logical 
beginning. 


cleaning 
the walls 


Painted and ceramic plastic tiled 
walls generally predominate school 
buildings because they are the easiest 
maintain. Washing is, course, the 
accepted way for cleaning all these walls 
but the case painted walls there 
are several methods for doing this work. 
The sponge and the bucket cleaning 
solution method has always been uti- 
lized for cleaning all hard surface walls, 
but there are “two schools thought” 
how even this time-worn method 
should accomplished, especially 
the case painted walls. 

many would always seem logical 
begin washing the top and work 
down, but there are many experienced 
wall washers who contend the walls 
should washed from the bottom up. 
Especially the wall badly soiled, 
the trickling down the cleaning solu- 
tion over the dirty surface below often 
causes streaks that cannot afterward

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removed without difficulty. But dirty 
tricklings over freshly cleaned surface 
are easily removed. 

While natural sponges have long been 
use, favor the cellulose sponges 
which permit more pressure against the 
wall. They also have better scouring 
surface. Brushes are sometimes used for 
cleaning painted walls but, except the 
case very rough walls, are less prac- 
tical than the more absorbent sponges 
which better retain the cleaning solu- 
tion. 

Another method for wall washing 
which becoming more popular, 
use cellulose floor mops. Except 
where the ceilings are very high the 
older buildings, man average height 
can stand the floor and wash the 
wall with mop. This method less 
practicable for cleaning the ceilings. 

utilize this method the walls 
the mop should squeezed out suffi- 
ciently prevent trickling and up- 
and-down movement should used. 
well have two mops, one with 
bucket clean rinse water with which 
the solution mopping promptly fol- 
lowed. fact, the job quickest and 


easiest done with two operators, one for 
each mop. For the final application 
the wall each mop should squeezed 
dry possible. 

The mop method eliminates the need 
ladders scaffolds and climbing 
and down.

washing 
windows

Simple window washing may seem 
better job can done quicker where 
system and some skill are employed. 
Professional window cleaners often add 
only ammonia the water. one hand 
they have brush for the water and 
window squeegee the other. This 
method, course, does not apply where 
high windows must reached with 
long handled brush and squeegee, but, 
where possible, better use the 
first method, even ladder needed. 

With one hand the window washed 
and with the other the squeegee 


rubbed horizontally (side side) from 
top bottom without removing the 
squeegee from the glass. remove the 
squeegee before covering the entire 
glass will result streak when you 
apply the squeegee again, which case 
the squeegee must dried before re- 
suming its use. Experts clean even 
fairly large panes the horizontal 
method “in the bat eye.” 


cleaning venetian 
blinds 


Often venetian blinds can cleaned 
without taking them down, especially 
the metal blinds with plastic tapes. 
cloth wetted with good synthetic de- 
tergent usually does good job, though 
tedious one. Frequent vacuum clean- 
ing the blinds throughout the year 
makes the summer cleaning easier and 
more effective. 

Where the blinds are badly soiled 
that on-location cleaning may un- 
satisfactory, take them down and open 
old bath tub ideal for the purpose. 
lengthwise across the top the 
vat and after mixing the cleaning solu- 
tion the vat, lift one end the blind 
the strip timber, holding with 
one hand until you can scrub that part 
the blind with brush. Then push 
the cleaned portion over the strip and 
repeat the cleaning. After two three 
portions have been cleaned, the blind 
will hang the strip without holding. 
Clean the tape you proceed and, 
when the end the blind reached, 
turn the blind over and clean the other 
side. Rinse and hang dry. 
not slow and difficult operation 
may seem, providing you are prepared 
for it. 


cleaning 
chalkboards 


There are special preparations de- 
signed for cleaning chalk boards. Dry 
rubber sponges are also used. There 
generally accepted belief that water 
should never used chalk boards. 
According one authority, water mix- 
ing with the glue residue which holds 
the chalk crayons together forms 
glaze which detracts from the “bite” 
the chalk the board.

When chalk boards are washed, and 
where plain water less effective, add 
small quantity nonalkaline syn- 
thetic detergent and wipe dry with 
chamois skin. would not use soap 
any case tends leave scum. 


resurfacing 
school desks 


When necessary resurface school 
furniture, good cleaning with syn- 
thetic detergent the first step. Soap- 
saturated steel wool pads will remove 
many the stubborn stains, regular 
steel wool with the synthetic detergent 
will serve. 

desk tops are badly scratched 
defaced, sand them down with edger 
which small, disk-type sander held 
the hands.

COST LESS Than Poor Ones 


School Lunch Programs for Milwaukee County Public

KITCHEN EQUIPMENT for school 
lunch program quite different from that 
used commercial restaurants. Choosing 
what best suited for serving large num- 
ber persons one standard meal 
problem altogether dissimilar from that en- 
countered preparing carte selec- 
tion, three meals day, for public res- 
taurant catering whims fluctuating 
clientele. 

Many parochial schools serving 
school lunches over 700 pupils one 
hour. Most commercial restaurants are 
happy have half that number noon 
customers, and then only they can 
spread over hour period. When 
one considers that the school lunch pro- 
gram serves one set meal per day 
large number short time, difficult 
understand why many new schools 
are built with kitchens and serving lines 
geared restaurant service. 

First all, well remember when 
building remodeling that rare 
architect who has any knowledge kitchen 
equipment; generally contracts for the 
work done restaurant supplier. 
The restaurant hotel supplier turn 
has draftsman who has had years ex- 
perience planning kitchens for hotels, hos- 
pitals, taverns, cafeterias, drive-ins, cock- 
tail bars, sandwich shops, and drug stores, 
but has done work with schools. 
Even worse the restaurant designer who 
has many schools his credit, but all his 
school kitchens and serving lines are merely 
commercial cafeteria lines which are totally 
unsuited the needs the school lunch 
basis the volume his output. 


Generally speaking, the equipment 
needed the school lunch program 
less expensive than restaurant pieces 
has four ten times the capacity. 


School lunch equipment must cook and 
serve large volumes good food with 
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minimum labor because turn out 
75-cent noon meals for about cents. The 
kitchen would prohibitive school 
operation, yet kitchen appliance firms keep 
right installing the wrong equipment be- 
cause they have never stopped analyze 
the differences our operation. The per- 
sons installing inadequate school kitchens 
are neither dishonest nor stupid, they are 
simply delinquent getting information 
reluctant attempt anything different 
from what their commercial experience has 
shown them successful their other 
fields work. 

Generally speaking, the most damming 
criticism school kitchen jobs, aside from 
the fact that they have wrong equipment, 
that they seldom show any opportunity 
for future growth. not all unusual 
find multi-million-dollar suburban 
high school kitchen equipment that ade- 
quate for only 200 students out begin- 
ning pupil population 1000. There 
space add equipment. Expensive remod- 
eling during the first year often required. 
What will done the 
creases during the next years that school 
existence? 

Let’s look school lunch program equip- 
ment and take note specific items about 
which administrators should more in- 
formed when organizing school lunch pro- 
gram.

Since plays 
important role between the production and 
consumption food, surprising that 
little attention has been paid the 
actual mechanics getting the food the 
pupils. have explained how school food 
service differs from commercial cafeteria, 
but just look the typical school serving 
line, complete with railings, sneeze guards, 
steam table, bun warmers, water fountains, 


salad display ice pits, ice cream 
freezer, self-leveling milk dispensers, slid- 
ing doors, glass shelves, and all the other 
inappropriate equipment which makes 
next impossible serve one standard 
meal over the counter. 

These steam table serving lines are 30- 
time-killing monstrosities thinly 
disguised stainless steel give sem- 
blance modernity design which 
basically inadequate nonfunctional. 
School lunch does not need the standard 
cafeteria line because that stop-and- 
shop proposition deliberately constructed 
slow people down, tempt customers 
buy and purchase extras. produce, each 
day, complete balanced meal meat, 
hot vegetable, cold salad, baked dessert, 
bread, and milk. Our job serve this 
meal rapidly the student. 

steam table cafeteria line serves the 
inherent slowness. School lunch can serve 
per minute get rid the needless 
junk hung our serving lines. can 
this having the students carry their 
own trays and having the serving personnel 
place the food directly onto the tray. 
possible,” you say, but not the serving 
line narrow, can the serving 
pans are set lengthwise with the counter 
instead vertically the custom the 
past. Stated briefly, serving line only 
inches across (instead inches 
depth) permits the food servers place 
the food directly the trays which the 
students push along the tray slide. 

serve easily and directly requires, 
course, that all that needless array 
expensive stainless steel and plate glass 
display racks removed. 
guards require that trays handled the 
servers and passed over the top, which 
time-consuming action. 

Have you ever stopped wonder why 
these glass guards are placed along the serv- 
ing line? They are required public caf- 
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eterias where foods are often- 
times for several hours before customer 


makes his choice. our school lunch 
rooms. food “displayed.” goes di- 
rectly from the pan which was cooked 
onto the tray held the student. 

The whole idea steam table 
school lunch incongruous. the food 
hundred students, the pans will empty 
before the food has chance cool. Far 
too much money and attention devoted 
“keeping food nice and hot.” Too little 
attention given training personnel 
the basic fundamental that the food should 
cooked schedule which does not 
allow food stand before serving. Bring 
hot food from the oven the serving line 
and get the students’ trays without 
delay. Additional ovens are far less ex- 
pensive than heated serving line. 

Naturally, commercial cafeteria needs 
steam table because has three-hour 
lunch period for couple hundred cus- 
tomers. Why are tied acceptance 
their totally different needs? 

your school has split lunch periods 
and you feel there need keep food 
hot, try suspending some infra-red lamps 
over the line; they are relatively inexpen- 
sive yet are very effective. 

Another inappropriate piece 
cluttering school serving lines. the 
steam table serving line with wooden 
plank along the inside. This sandwich 
board. direct tip-off that the person 
who laid out the installation the 
foggiest notion what the school lunch 
all about because this piece wood 
used carte cafeteria where the 
customer orders particular sandwich con- 
structed his order. Besides being useless 
for school lunch, this additional inches 
along the line makes the counter wide 
that impossible reach across serve 
food rapidly onto the trays. 

Many our newer and more expensive 
schools install cute little gadget called 
various names whose function 
hold supply milk cartons and dispense 
them spring-leveling platform that 
the milk cartons are always brought 
table level. This refrigerated stainless steel 
cabinet cut into the serving line excellent 
for commercial cafeterias which load milk 
into a.m. for three meals spread over 
hours, but ridiculous for school 
lunch installation. 

Why pay the expense refrigerating 
part your serving line when you already 
have walk-in cooler where the milk

isn’t just matter cost, although 
sell penny milk contrasted 10-cent 
milk commercial cafeterias; there 
the element labor. The expensive spring- 
loaded refrigerated gadget must hand 
loaded the kitchen personnel. gen- 
erally has replenished right the 
middle the lunch the line 
held up. Not only that, but labor 
needed daily keep the unit clean be- 
cause the fact that some paper cartons 
lot 500 will leak bit. rounds 
supervisor school lunch programs, 
count one more unnerving ex- 
periences walk and find one the 
kitchen personnel standing her head 
this refrigerated box cut into the serving 
trying wash the insides with am- 
monia. Tell me, administrator, how would 
you like that job? That is, course, 
silly irrelevant question, but brings 
one which not ridiculous and whose 
importance self evident: often 
you think this daily cleaning job done?” 
Being bacteriologist, sorts, prone 
ponder such points. 


What Kitchen Equipment Needed? 


The most important item the deck 
oven for this that most food 
prepared quantity cookery.

This not cooking lesson but 
the point must recognized that the smaller 
height bake oven the only one which should 
school kitchen because its much 
greater versatility and capacity per 
cent more than stack roast ovens occupy- 
ing the same kitchen area. 

The feature each deck having 
pacity two standard bun pans great 
importance because deck ovens lesser 
width will give you only per cent 
pacity your kitchen equipped with 
standard size utensils will force the 
purchase odd-size pans for oven use.

What Abcut Labor? 

administrator hires part-time cook 
when the work load gets heavy. very 
possible that much better program could 
have resulted from purchase perhaps 
piece equipment. The blind hiring 
personnel the poorest economy the 
program. 

Care must taken analyze the situa- 
tion accurately determine when labor 
needed and when equipment must pur- 
chased. There are many times when super- 
vision the ingredient needed organize 
the personnel and standardize procedures 
rather than hiring more help buying 
more equipment. Sometimes you need less 
labor the job right. 

Have you ever considered the fact that 
five women different with 
quantity cooking experience can never 
approach the output two trained persons 
using ordinary good equipment? Personality 
clashes among women cooks raise the cost 
the program decreasing production. 

One the most common
